D. S. Jordan, 
Educator, Is 
Dead In West 


C h a n c e 11 o r-Emeritus of 


Stanford In Appleton at 
Beginning of Career 


Stanford University, Calif.—W)— 


Dr. David Starr Jordan, 80 year old 
chancellor-emeritus 
of 
Stanford 


university died here today of a com- 
plication of ailments from which he 
haji suffered for several monoths. 


At the beginning of his career Dr. 


In Appleton- as assistant to the 'prln 
cipal of the Pestolozzlan school, lo- 
cated on the site of the Peter Thorn 
residence, 706 B. College-ave. In this 
school, fostered by Anson Ballard, 
father of Mrs. T. W. Orblson of this 
city, the tirst kindergarten of the 
west was established. 
Dr. Jordan, 


•who was especially interested In sci- 
ence, left Appleton to go to Alaska 
to Btudy fishes, a subject on which 
he later became a great authority. 
During the war he returned to Ap- 
pleton on a lecture engagement. 


With an International reputation 


In three distinct fields — science, edu- 
cation and philosophy — Dr. Davic 
Starr Jordan was a conspicuous fig- 
ure for more than half a century. 


As a scientist In the field of nat- 


ural history, Dr. Jordan ranked high 
and his contributions to Ichthyology 
made him a leading authority in 
America. As an educator he was 
best known through his connection 
with Stanford University. There as 
first president from 1891 to 1912 and 
as chancellor for three years there- 
after, he erected a monument to 
himself as well as a great university. 
He had been a chancellor emeritus 
since 1915. 


Prior to his golng-to Stanford uni- 


versity, he had been president of 
the University of Indiana for five 
years. His progressive administra 
tive work and his educational ino 
vations during that period later were 
rated as having been 20 years aheae 
of those of his contemporaries. 


Dr. Jordan •was born at Gaines. 


ville, N. T., January 19, 1851. He 
was self-upporting throughout his 
course at Cornell university, where 
he was graduated In 1872, receiving 
his master's degree at the same time 
with his bachelor's degree. 


In 1875, Dr. Jordan married Miss 


Susan Bowen of Peru, Mass. 
She 


died In 1885 and two years later he 
married Mis^ Jessie L. Knight of 
Worcester, Mass.

merce, disclaiming any official sig- 
nificance for the piece. 


G. L. Pass, an employe of the In- 


telligence division of the bxireau of 
foreign and domestic commerce was 
credited by the United States Dally 
of Sept. 12 with authorship of a 
study of Russian trade in the United 
States. 
"Russia," said the article, "well 


understood <how to take advantage 
of an economic depression which is 
local or confined to a definite area 
by playing a firm in one country 
against those in another in order to 
beat down prices and obtain larger 
credit for future, orders. • • • 


"Heretofore competition has been 


between firms in one country and 
firms in another, but now it is com- 
petition between nations. 


"The various branches established 


throughout tho world by the Soviet 
government forces the sale of Rus- 
sian goods and when this cannot 
be done they attempt to exchange 
their goods for merchandise or ma- 
chinery to be manufactured for her. 
If this procedure 
f ails, then the 


manufacturer Is requested^ to^ accept 
commercial paper for "goods deliij- 
fired. As there is no assqrjince. that 
the'sfe 'bills will over fee" met at ma- 
turity, they are, however, disposed 
of to various banks with recourse to 
the manufacturer.

C. J. Chapman, of the state col- 


lege of agriculture, in a bulletin to 
farmers this week urges immediate 
planning for alfalfa acreage for the

farmers *hould start planning now. 
Following is Mr. Chapman's state- 
ment: 


"Eight now is the time to start 


planning for an increase in your 
acreage of alfalfa for 1932. There 
are two or three good reasons why

First, alfalfa seed will be cheap 


In the spring; the big crop of home- 
grown seed -will insure that. 


Second, lime is cheaper and eas- 


ier to get onto the fields now "than 
it will be in the spring. 


Third, lime 
applied this fall is 


more effective m sweetening 
the 


soil, since it has a longer time in 
which to react with soil acids be- 
tween now and seeding time in the 
spring. 


Fourth, and more important than 


all, we have plenty of time to do 
tliis job this fall. 


Corn is going into the silos early, 


threshing is all cleared up, and it 
is- too dry right now to start fall 
plowing.

Disk Lime Into Stubble 


Really 
it is a great break for 


those -who want to get lime 
out 


onto the fields this fall. 
And say, 


i£ I were doing it I would haul the 
lime right out on the corn stubble, 
Spread it, and then double disc in 
order to 'thoroughly mix the" lime 
with the surface four inches, and 
then plow shallow. This will insure 
good firm footing for horses and 
machinery. 
Of course we have, in 


the past,, usually advised applying 
lime to the plowed land, but I really 
think it is just as good to apply the 
lime on the stubble if it is thorough- 
ly disced into the soil before plow- 
ing.

available. 


Marl deposits in central and east- 


ern Wisconsin, liave been opened up 
and this material is being used with 
excellent results. 
The by-product, 


eludge, from the paper mills in the 
central part of the state is an ex- 
cellent source of lime. Sugar beet 
refuse is also good.

I do, how- 
ever, believe that • the next twenty-

see four great 


trends in transportation: First, the 
almost complete domination by high 
speed buses of commuter travel di- 
rect from suburban homes to city 
offices and stores—second, abandon- 
ment by the railroads of short-haul 
freight traffic 
to 
motor 
trucks 


which will operate over specially 
constructed 
highways—third, 
the 


concentration of railroads on long- 
haul freight traffic for which they 
are best suited and most efficient— 
fourth, continued growth of high 
speed airplane passenger and light 
express travel. 


Business houses which ship goods, 


and people who travel, will -demand 


greater than 
anything we 


have yet developed. They will be 
interested in quick transportation 
and they •will have it whatever the 
system 
of 
conveyance. 
Further- 


more, when Congress finally recog- 
nizes that the 
railroads are no 


longer a monopoly, as they 
un- 


doubtedly were when the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was formed 
to restrict them, they -will be freed 
from much of the burdensome. regu- 
lation from which they now suffer. 
Then we shall see 
consolidations 


combining various types of trans- 
portation. In the future it will not 
be a question of railroads versus 
trucks, versus airplane's, versus mo- 
tor buses, versus steamships, etc., 
but we shall see great transporta- 
tion.' companies 
combining 
all of 


these systems. 


In accomplishing this final objec- 


tive many uneconomic and ineffi- 
ciently run 
companies, 
whether 


they be railroads, bus lines, air 
lines, or steamships, will fall by the 
wayside. 
The efficiently managed 


and economically needed systems of 
all types will survive and become 
of increasing value. 


Growth of Bus Lines 


The big future of the bus lines 


lies in short-haul passenger traffic. 
In the past five years their gross re- 
venues have increased from 
two 


hundred and seventy-five million to 
four hundred million dollars a year 
and their invested capital from one 
hundred and eighty-seven million to 
three hundred and seventy-five mil- 
lion dollars. In 1931 it Is estimated 
they will carry 1,866,000,000 passen- 
gers. Great as their growth 
has 


been it will be far eclipsed by their 
advance during'the next ten years. 
The time is coming when each sub 
urban center will be served by buses 
leaving from every five to fifteen 
minutes during the peak hours of 
suburban travel and running ex- 
press direct from homes to offices. 
These suburban lines will match the 
city transit subway service, both in 
speed and safety. 


A new factor has recently enter- 


ed to give them a boost. Hitherto 
bus travel Inside the city limits has 
been slowed up by traffic conges- 
tion. Modern city planners are now 
preparing to build smooth, double- 
level arteries Into and circling the 
central retail and office districts. 
These roads will connect with con- 
crete arterial highways leading into 
suburban highways and through to 
adjoining cities. 
This means that 


bus travel will develop In speed 
and comfort to a degree that few 
people can now imagine. 


See Opportunities 


Many people have 
thought the 


trolley companies to be dead and 
buried. As far 
as using trolley 
cars, except by subway and elevated 
in large cities, thia is true. How- 
ever the traction companies which 
are smart are changing over to bus 
franchises instead of trolley fran- 
chises. There are five hundred and 
forty cities of over 10,000 inhabi- 
tants which now have bus service. 
In three hundred and fifty-seven of 
these cities there is both bus and 
trolley service. 
The buses in two 


hundred' and sixty-two cities are 
controlled by 
the street 
railway 


companies. Inter-urban and subur- 
ban traction companies running In- 
to great cities will, in the 
next 


swing of the cycle, be on top, pro- 
viding they can hold on now. 
It 


is the traction lines and bus routes 
now established that will be ready 
to seize the new opportunities. 


Moreover, in certain special cases 


where the trolley company owns its 
right-of-way in fee it has very valu- 
able property for two reasons. First, 
states need these rights-of-way to 
carry out their modern system of 
high-speed motor routes; and sec- 
ond, as with improved highways the 
bus lines become more profitable, 
the .traction company can sell its 
right-of-way for a handsome figure 
to independent bus companies, or 
can operate bus lines itself, or can 
sell such property to states of cities 
for road building. These 
are un- 


usual cases, however, 
because in 


most Instances the trolley company 
does not own its 
right-of-way in 


fes, but merely has a franchise from 
the local government. 


Railroads To Come Back 


Although railroad passenger traf- 


fic has been on the down-grade since 
1920, 
and was less last year than 


in any year since 1906, the loss has 
been mostly in short-haul commuter 
traffic. An executive of one of the 
larger road* tells me that passenger 
traffic for the long-haul has be«n 
scarcely affected at all by air line 
and bus line transportation. 
His 


figures show that If all passengers 
carried la Interstate travel by buses 
and airplanes for the whole country 
were deducted from the passengers 
carried 
on his railroad alone, it 


would only amount to a 3 per cent

PRESIDENT GARFIELD 


When President Garfield died fifty 


years ago this day, the victim of one 
of the most needless and cruel assas- 
sinations in history, there expired with 
him a nation's hope in great accom- 
plishments to come. 


No man was ever better qualified to 


hold this high public office than he. He 
Jias been trained in public life. And 
when the people chose him for their 
chief executive, it was felt that his 
brain, his conscience, his experience 
and his aspirations for better things 
in the moral and mental life of the peo- 
ple, would lead him to a career as 
president that would reflect honor up- 
on the age of which his administration 
was a part. 


Whether or not these great expecta- 


tions could have been realized, must 
remain unsolved, for he had passed 
merely over the threshold of his presi- 
dential career when the end came. 


Garfield's life can teach us, if noth- 


ing else, the value of dogged perse- 
veirence and hard work. In those char- 
ac.teristics he was indefatigable, and 
those who imagine that talent or geni- 
us can supply the place or achieve the 
results of latxor, will find, no encourage- 
ment in his life. 


The road from the log cabin in Ohio 


where he was born to the White House 
was no highway paved by chance or 
circumstance, but a road cut by un- 
ceasing toil through obstructions which 
might have seemed impossible to one 
of less courage and iron will. a 


As a teacher in early life he added 


. constantly to his sum of knowledge; 


by brave work on the field of battle 
he won the stars of a general; and as 
a law-maker he became one of the most 
commanding forces in congress. He 
had one eminent trait. He never dis- 
cussed a question until he had given 
it study, and learned about it all that 
his time or the resources at his com- 
mand would allow. 


The tragedy of his death is en- 


hanced by the realization that it was 
due to petty bickerings within his own 
party, which neveitheless were of such 
a bitter chaiacter as to instill in the 
heart of a misguided soul the desire to 
murder. 


His- early struggles, his mastery of 


obstacles, his gradual attainment of 


j power and his final success, all con- 


tribute to thrill the reader of the story 
of his life. And if, as has happened 


, thrice in American history, such a ca- 


reer is crowned with martyrdom, one's 
mind finds solace in the thought that 
his reward is undying fame. 


COURAGE COUNTS 


In the grand scale of human events 


it is unlikely that the literary work of 
Sir Hall Caine, British novelist, will 
be immortal, but his life was a gleam- 
ing example of confidence and courage. 


His difficulties were the difficulties 


of the average man of the great mass- 
es of the world. Similar difficulties are 
discouraging people in every walk of 
life every day. Yet, he had the confi- 
dence in himself and the courage to 
surmount them. 


He was left an orphan at a very, 


early age. He spent his life in poverty 
with relatives. When he died, at the 
age of 78, he was said to be one of 
the wealthiest novelists in the world. 
His home was a castle. 


But these achievements alone are not 


extraordinary. Many men have gone 
from rags to riches. 


The important point is that his early 


literary works were ridiculed and 
laughed at He was openly derided. It 
took a. great soul to transcend that. 
But his confidence did not flinch. Nor 
his courage. He knew what he wanted 
to do, and continued in this faith until 
he achieved it. But the going was 
hard. 


He studied architecture. He tried 


journalism. Then he became secretary 
to Dante Gabriele Hosetti, the great 
poet-painter. This association fired 
him with the determination to carry 
on his fight for recognition. 


Then, he "arrived." His first book, 


"The Shadow of Crime," was still be- 
ing widely read when his second, "Son 
of Hagar/1 appeared. It was acclaimed, 
and widely distributed. 


His novels were adapted for the 


stage. 
Royalties poured in by the 


thousands. New stories, new novels, 
and new plays followed. Because of 
the peculiar construction of his novels, 
they were easily dramatized. 


This continued throughout the rest 


of his life. Today there are few per- 
sons who have not heard of Sir Hall 
Caine if they have not read him. 


Whether his works will survive the 


aggression of time is of little conse- 
quence in this sense. He was a great 
writer, if not an immortal one, and 
became a great writer through courage. 
A less courageous person might have 
withdrawn into oblivion when he was 
ridiculed. Sir Hall Caine might have 
tried to make a living out of archi- 
tecture. 


His life was a prototype. It is a hint 


• of the countless other geniuses who 
perhaps will never be discovered be- 
cause they can not face ridicule. So- 
ciety is skeptical of the man who lacks 
courage. 


GETTING RICH QUICK 


Boston's get-rich-quick artist, Char- 


les Ponzi, whose schemes impoverished 
thousands of widows, teachers and 
clergymen a few years ago, is due to 
be liberated from prison. As the gates 
swing open to an apparent freedom, 
he will find himself confronted with 
the problem of starting life anew in 
strange and unfamiliar environments. 


A warrant of deportation will be 


awaiting him. Though born in Italy, 
his mothef country has indicated he 
will not be welcomed there 
Canada, 


when he came to the United States, 
will refuse hini admittance because of 
his criminal record in that country. 
These prohibitions will make it diffi- 
cult for him to pass the immigratiqn 
authorities of many other countries. 


~ 
So, in becoming virtually a "man 


without a country," Ponzi's punish- 
ment will continue on. 


Ponzi's great scheme for getting rich 


was fantastic—while it lasted. He took 
advantage of those who could ill-af- 
ford to lose, yet were susceptible to 
his extravagant promises of large prof- 
its. 


Like schemes are continually being 


offered a gullible public. Promises of 
a high return on one's investment is 
usually the earmark of a crooked deal. 
When the bubble bursts with a . re- 
sounding crash, it broadcasts to the 
wortd the information it is always slow 
to accept that there is no easy way to 
g*t rich 


SPEAK-EASY BANKS 


If some effective provision is not 


made to stop the promiscuous robbing 
of banks in this country, it may be nec- 
essary to convert the usually hospita- 
ble banking house into a "speak-easy." 


Two robberies within two months 


were a sufficient incentive to cause a 
banker at Fox Grove, Illinois, to adopt 
this method. Deciding that security 
for his funds was more important than 
free and easy hospitality, he has barred 
his doors and no one is admitted until 
recognized or subjected to close scru- 
tiny. 


It is the banks in the smaller towns 


and villages which are most often the 
victims of bandit attacks. Their limit- 
ed personnel and small quaiters made 
it especially easy for two or three gun- 
men to control the situation until they 
have had sufficient time to gather up 
the cash and be on their way. 


The adoption of this method of 


barred entrances by banks in the small- 
er communities, while causing such in- 
convenience, \vould afford much great- 
er protection than now exists. 


And in order to insure this protec- 


tion, the "speak-easy" bank should see 
to it that admittance is made more dif- 
ficult than is now true of the general 
run of business houses operating under 
that name

Fighter, Writer 


He is soldier, statesman and jour- 


nalist.

He enlisted, served 
with his countrymen and in 1897 
played a prominent part In promot- 
ing peace.

Hidden behind spectacles, eyes of 
the loveliest.. mo»t limpid coloring 
appear at a disadvantage. There's no 
denying this fact. But •when the ocu- 
list prescribes spectacles the young

There are 
shell-rimmed spectacles which vary 
in color and thickness from the ex- 
tra heavy, very dark horn rims to 
pale shades of gray or beige. There 
are the oxford lenses, usually rim- 
less. You may select spectacles with 
yellow or white gold rims. 


Decide for yourself 
whether a 
lens which is large and circular or 
one that is small and oval is more 
becoming to you. It is almost cer- 
tain that you can get .lenses to cor- 
rect whatever eye fault you suffer 
from In either size. 
In general the young woman with 


a. long, slim face should avoid heavy 
shell-rimmed spectacles.

Bridge-type glasses will make your 
face look broader. A shell rim of pale 
gray is the least conspicuous you- 
can wear.

PItkin of Columbia university that a 
person between 30 and 40 can gain 
in six months the knowledge an av- 
erage college student acquires in four 
years meets with only partial agree- 
ment by educators at the University 
of Wisconsin. - 
Prof. Pitkin blames an apparent 


backwardness, of college students up 
on the "pre-occupation with sex that 
conies with adolescent years." 
Pres. Glenn Frank of the univer- 
sity' characterized Prof. Pltkln's con- 
tention as an "extreme statement of 
a fact," -while Prof. V. A. C. Henmon 
of the psychology department called 
it.an "exaggerated journalistic type 
of statement." 


Prof. E. A. Ross of the sociology 


department expressed the 
opinion 
that sex tended to divert the minds 
of some students from serious study 
and Dean Scott H. Goodnight agreed 
that "some" people 30 to 40 years 
can learn more In six months than 
"some" students can learn in four 
years at college. 
. "It is true," said Pres. Frank, 
"that we learn more quickly In early 
maturity than during adolescence 
and that up to the age of 45, other 
things being equal, our learning cap- 
acity grows. Prof. Pltkin's charge 
Is an extreme statement of a fact, 
but the fact itself is undoubtedly 
true." 


Prof. Henmon said men and wo- 
men are distracted when thrown 
together In a university but added 
that "it would require a very excep- 
tional middle-aged person to com- 
plete a college course in six months."

Was Indian Reservation 


According to Cunningham's early 


history of Neenah, all 
land on the 


east side of the liver arid including 
that ocup.ed by the Doty cabin was 
an Indian reservation. It came into 
the hands of the government in 1S36, 
wa's surveyed in 1839 and offered for 
sale in 1846. 


Records show that lands formerly 


known as the Doty homestead, now 
owned by the John Strange estate, 
were bid off Aug. 31, 1843, by Dan- 
iel Whitney of Green Bay — no 
doubt in interests of Gov. Doty—as 
the patents wer3 made out to him. 
This land brought great prices for 
those days, some going as high as 
$10 an acre and none selling less 
than $5 or $6. 


Thus it will be seen the lands on 


the Island part of the city \\ere 
bought fully 10 years before the ar- 
rival of the first regular settlers. 
Gov. 
Doty did not build on his pro- 


perty until 10 >eais after its pur- 
chase. The los house of Gov. Doty, 
which was a pretentious structure, 
and its owner a well known and pop- 
ular man in this section of the 
state, was by Mrs. Doty christened 
the "Grand Losgery " and by this 
name it was known up and down the 
Fox river for many years. 


James D. Doty \vas appointed in 


1S24 
by President Monroe as judge 


of a newly arranged circuit, compris- 
ing all this northeastern section of 
the state. He held couit at Green 
Bay and Fort Winnebago, now the 
city of Portage, and in passing up 
and down the Fox river to and from 
the fort, he became acquainted with 
this locality and wa^ favorably im- 
piessed with its advantages. He ear. 
ly determined to sccuie a homestead 
on the Island, and make th.s beauti- 
ful spot a home for his declining 
years. In qomformity with this re- 
solve, he was found on hand to bid 
off the land wlien it finally came 
into maiket and in due time erect- 
ed his home wh«re he resided for 
many yeais. It is said Judge Doty 
owned the first frame house ever 
erected in Wisconsin. It was built 
for him at Green Bay in 1825. 


He later was appointed commis- 


sioner of Indian affairs, which took 
him west where he was appointed a 
few years later to territorial gover- 
nor of Utah. Gov. Doty died in 1865 
at Salt Lake City 


The cabin remained unused for 


many jears, during the time the 
John Roberts family owned the pro- 
perty, but through efforts of a group 
of public spirited citizens and soci- 
eties,'was taken as a gift from the 
Strange people and removed to its 
present site, where thousands of peo- 
ple pass through it 
and view its 


logged walls and heavy timbered ceil- 
ings, just as they were when occu- 
pied by the Doty family.
